,{ costs this winter. Marginal cows 
‘that -have been. showing a little 
Bethel; profit can easily become “Board- 
ers” now. With feed costs increas- 
ding, there will he a ‘tendency to 
reduce the allowance to individual 
‘cows, As a result of such a practice 
the profitable cows may be forced 
to reduce milk production to the 
extent that they also are no longer 
}making money. 

At no time in the last few years 
have milk records been more valu- 
able. If milk records on. individual 
cows have not been kept, this is a 
g00d time to atart. Many herds ‘will 
have cows freshening in ‘the next 
jfew months. As a. result the record 
on a full year's lactation can -be 
obtained. The small investment re- 
quired in time and money will pay 
big-dividends to the dairyman:.
